That ground will soon become part of a 
ollongong University technology park. The Wolves now play home games at WIN Stadium and have 


ceived a State Government grant to relocate training grounds and administrative buildings to Figtree 
screation Ground. 


he Wolves are the reigning Oceania club champions. They won the title two years ago during an 18- 
ay tournament in Port Moresby playing against the club champions from all over Oceania. Originally 
ne winners were to go to Spain to contest the World club championships but problems within FIFA 
iused that event to be abandoned.

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The birth of the Wollongong Wolves took place in 1980 after Australian Soccer Federation 
chairman Sir Arthur George gave the green light. 


His announcement caused plenty of interest in Wollongong, one of the strongholds of soccer for more 
than a century. Corrimal Rangers and Balgownie have both celebrated their centenaries and are part of 
Australian soccer folklore, Laurie Kelly, former Speaker of the House in State Parliament, after who the 
grandstand at Brandon Park was named, was the first chairman. Other chairmen have been Brian 
Hastings, Doug Symes and Joe Cachia. 


The Wolves engaged former Manchester United youth player Ken Morton as coach and signed former 
Everton defender Chris Dunleavy as captain. A wide recruitment campaign was launched before 
Wollongong City, as they were known then, made their NSL debut in February, 1981. It was against 
Sydney Olympic, coached by Scot Tommy Docherty, at Wollongong Showground (now WIN Stadium). The 
game drew about 8000 fans and resulted in a 3-1 win for the Wollongong team. 


Jimmy McBreen scored the club's first league goal and Kiwi international Clive Campbell added another 
two in the second half. A week later, Wollongong beat reigning champions Heidelberg 3-0 at Olympic 
Park (Melbourne) in a very one-sided game. Wollongong were the talk of the NSL for a while but injuries 
and suspensions took their toll and Morton's team finished in the bottom half of the league. Their first 
success of note came in 1988 when the side coached by former player John Fleming won the minor 
premiership. A 1-1 draw against Sydney Croatia at Edensor Park in the last game of the season left the 
Wollongong team on top of the table. 


During that season, backer Harry Michaels spent a lot of money bringing guest players to Wollongong. 
They included former English international Trevor Francis and ex-Scottish international Alan Brazil. They 
had long returned home by the time Fleming's team clinched the minor premiership. David Ratcliffe,a 
former Socceroo defender, had six seasons as coach and twice took his team into the playoffs. Berti 
Mariani took over, but after a short period in charge, was replaced by Nick Theodorakopoulos. In his 
third season, the Wolves won the championship in an epic grand final against Perth Glory at Subiaco 
Oval. Theodorakopolis moved on and Ron Corry led the team to success in the Oceania Club 
Championship staged over 18 days in Port Moresby. 


Despite that major interruption to their season, the Wolves still marched to another grand final. This 
time it was closer to home. They took on South Melbourne at Parramatta Stadium and triumphed 2-1. 
With the loss of players such as Matt Horsley, Scott Chipperfield, Sasho Petrovski and hit hard by injuries, 
Wollongong had a poor campaign by their standards last season. Some new faces have hit WIN Stadium 
this season and Corry's team is looking promising. 


The club has had many fine players wear their colours over 22 seasons. Many claim Uruguayan loan 
player Saul Rivero was the best. Unfortunately Rivero was the victim of some crude tackling and 
returned home. Wollongong supporters could only dream of what might have been if he had been able 
to produce his silky skills over two or three seasons. 


The late Phil O'Connor was a great player and won international honours for Australia as a left winger 
even though he learned his football in England. His life was tragically cut short in a car accident. Matt 
Horsley played with the Wolves for 10 years and was a local product who became an inspirational 


captain. Another local boy, Scott Chipperfield, won two titles with the Wolves then helped Basle to win 
the Swiss championship six months later. 


Sasho Petrovski is playing professionally in Denmark while Paul Reid, one of the heroes of Subiaco Oval, 
recently signed with English club Bradford City and another, goalkeeper Les Pogliacomi, is with Oldham 
in the same division. The Wolves were for years described as battlers of the NSL - no-one really thought 
they could win a championship, let alone two in as many years. These days the club is highly respected, 


well-run and produces many promising young players through its junior ranks. The board is proud to be 
able to bring their team to Orange.

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SOCCER DEFINITIONS... 

Soccer has many terms which non-soccer people find puzzling. Hopefully the following definitions will help 
you enjoy the world game even more, 

CRISP PASS - Handing around the salt and vinegar chips during the after-match function.

FIVE-A-SIDE - Situation before the kick-off on the first day of daylight saving. 

BREATHER - Period of time it takes to allow the lungs to catch up with the legs. 

BACK PASS - The obvious term used when you score an own goal. 

AGGRESSIVE - Term used to describe player who flattens two team-mates during the warm-up. 

CLEAN SHEET - What a goalkeeper achieves when the opposing strikers continually miss sitters. 

TIGHTROPE - Something a coach walks as he tries to balance his team of players who are good at football and those
